Na Immediate Danger of Death, Phy- 


eician Reporta. 


Utica, N. Y., Oct. 29. — Jam es S. 
Sherman, vice preadm it of the United 
States, is seriously ill aud steadily 
tailing at his borne here. 
While his physician, Dr. Fayette H. 
Park, believes there is no Immediate 
danger of death, the distinguished pa­ 
tient's condition is such that it is a 
m atter of conjecture how much longer 
he can withstand the ravages of the 
disease with which he is afflicted. 
Dr. Peck authorized this statem ent 
regarding Mr. S herm ans illness and 
his present condition: 
“ Mr. Sherm an has beeu sick all of 
this year, due to the condition of the 
kidneys, hardening of the arteries aud 
softening of the muscles of the heart, 
which Is som ewhat 
stretched. 
Mr. 
Sherm an had an attack in the Adiron­ 
dack*, at Big Moose, to be exact. In 
June, aud I expected him to die 
He 
got Ok* °I Bi* Moose safely and Ira 
proved steadily and very satisfactorily 
until the latter part of August. Since 
then his condition has been aggravat­ 
ed and he has been steadily falling. 
“For the last three weeks, since he J 
came back from Connecticut, where he 
went to rest, he has been dressed only 
once, and that was a week ago Friday, 
when against my protest he went out 
to the polls to register. 
“ Mr. Sherm an is now In the condi­ 
tion which that sort of trouble lead* 
to and Is very seriously IU, but there 
ta, I believe, no im m ediate danger of 
death.” 
After a day of discouraging srm p 
toras Mr. Sherm an rallied and con 
ttnued to show Improvement. This is 
due In no small m easure to powerful 
medicines. 
W hether or not he can 
much longer successfully combat the 
attack of kidney trouble and compli­ 
cations Is a m atter of grave doubt. 
The m embers of his family are with 
nim 
constantly, 
and 
his 
Intim ate 
friends have been notified that he has 
been falling steadily. 
Close friends of Mr Sherman admit 
that his condition is very serious and 
that he has had sinking spell* at time* 
during the gummer. 
The vice president is suffering from 
a complication of ailm ents whic h have 
Induc ed weakness In heart action, aud 
he experiences great difficulty In his 
breathing 
He has been IU since last 
spring, but was believed to be recov­ 
ering. A week ago he insisted on go­ 
ing to the polls to register, although 
he bad been warned by Dr. Peck that 
•itch action might be dangerous. Upon 
his return he was forced to go to bed, 
and the doctor was hurriedly railed 
On Saturday the m em bers of the fam­ 
ily were greatly alarm ed, but the sud­ 
den relapse seemed to give way to 
treatm ent. 
The extended rest which the vice 
► president had been directed to take 
bas failed to bring about any Improve­ 
ment In his condition. 
His strength 
has gradually weakened since some 
four months ago. when his heart be 
gan to trouble hint. An exam ination 
at that time showed that he was suf­ 
fering from m yocarditis, an affection 
of the musc les of the heart.

Capture Another Town. 


Loudon, Oct. 29.—Since the capture 
of tho town of Fski Buba by the But 
guriuu 
troops very little news bas 
been received from th a t region, where 
the I inure of Tm key in Europe may 
be decided within a few days. 
A short m essage from Sofia, how­ 
ever, says th a t the B ulgarians have 
seized a T urkish m ilitary train on the 
WH) from Constantinople to Adriano­ 
ple 
I’his indicates that the Bulgarian 
invaders have cut the railroad, isoiat 
ing Adrianople from its base, accum 
pushing one of the greatest stroke" of 
the cam paign, getting Into position to 
m arch on Conatautinople. 
The Bulgarians have been pushing 
forward, according to the latest Bul­ 
garian reports, from the eastern slue 
in the hope of entirely destroying the 
Turkish arm y defeated at Kirk Kiliseh. 
At the sam e tim e the Bulgarian a. 
tules are carrying out a wide, swe. p 
ing m ovem ent reaching almost to the 
shores o f the Black Sea, and still or I .cr 
Bulgarian colum ns are completing the 
circle around Adrianople 
How 
ta 
these combined m ovem ents have been 
successful the outside world is not in­ 
formed, bul the Bulgarians assert that 
the tate of Adriauopie is practical!) 
sealed. 
The bridge across the Tchorlu river 
was blown up by the Bulgarians, thus 
i n t e r lin in g 
c ommunlcation 
between 
Laie Burga* and Constantinople, ac­ 
cording to a dispatch from the corr*-* 
pondent of the Vienna Keichspost with 
the headquarters of the Second Bul 
garian army. 
In view of the big events in the 
eastern region of the theater of war 
the ac hievem ents of the Servian army 
have been som ew hat lost sight of. The 
Servians, from whom Europe did not 
expect much, are now In possession of 
virtually the whole of Old Servia and, 
in conjunction with the Montenegrins, 
hold the hest part of the district of 
Xovibazar. 
The Servian columns have obtained 
possession of 
the Turkish 
railroad 
from Mltrovitza, its northern term inus. 
down to Fskup, and they are following 
the d e b a te d Turkish arm y to Velos, 
farther to the south.

’’Adriauopolis of M acedonia.’ and now 
th reaten to cut off the ret real of the 
T urks to the south. 
It is asserted at Belgrade that the 
Turkish troops evacuated 
I’skup in 
such baste that they kilied one anoth­ 
er in fighting for plat es in wagons and 
railroad < ars 
The Hervians captured 
ninety eight field guns and fifteen how 
Users, with a lot of railroad rolling 
clock. The Servian arm y pursued the 
T urks and overtook them on the plain 
l*eyond the city. 
The Herbs inflicted another defeat 
on the Turkish forces at Verisovits, 
where the A m aut tribesm en lost fif­ 
teen guns and 4<KK> rifles, while I Goo 
of them were captured 
The Servian 
loss was tw enty five kilied and sit 
wounded. The Servian troops contin 
lied their m a rd i along the railway. 
The Greek army, too, is making 
steady headway. 
Its capture of Pen 
tepigedia is considered of the utmost 
importance, for with Pentepig^dia in 
Greek bands, the whole country to the 
north is accessible to the Greek army 
and the way is left open to Jantna, the 
Turkish Itase In the far western re­ 
gion. 
The (.reek plan is clearly to effect a 
junction of the Greek arm ies and then 
march on Saloniki. The Greek crown 
p rin ce s arm y is now within striking 
distance of that fortress 
In the (list 
place, of course, th e G reeks must sever 
com munication between M onastir ami 
Saloniki, and they might sold a force 
against the form er place. 
A dispatch front the Bulgarian army 
headquarters at S tara Zagora say* that 
after a long bom bardm ent of the Turk 
lsh fort at Kirkili, in which 2000 Turks 
were killed.
